The police pondered 
over this yesterday when a large batch 
or undelivered letters was found. 

The letters, packed away for two 
years and a half, showed‘that Piper 
had evidently picked up and ‘abruptly 
deserted an active and businesslike ca- 
reer—never to return to it even to get 
his mail. 

Postmarks showed that he got a 
dozen or more letters a day. They 
came from business houses, insurance 
concerns, persons with whom he had 
had business transactions. The tone of 
the letters generally was such as a 
man of business affairs would receive. 


Flower Box Found. 


The aceumulation of letters had been 
put by friends, in whose care. they 
came, with the effects of Miss Weich- 
man.. Apparently it was expected that 
both the girl and the man would be 
back shortly and would take up the 
thread of their lives where they had 
dropped it. 

And another mute accuser rose 
against Piper in the form of a flower 
box. The box had been used for a 
shipment of flowers sent to Miss 
Weichman from Piper while he was at 
his home in Muskegon.

: or the playground. The senate might be seen but 


not heard. 

The rebellion against this is animated by sound 
Americanism. The senate can decide American 
policies. It has the power to do so. It probably 
will exercise the power. It will if its members are 
wise and patriotic. The decisions it reaches will 
be representative of American doctrines. They 
will affect the agreements America is to make 
with Europe. For the good of all concerned some 
indication of them ought to be given in advance.

CREELED CABLES?’ 


When Postmaster Burleson, under authority ex- 
ercised five days after the signing of the armistice, 


Creel was sent to Europe with a staff to take charge 
of the publicity work, there was a suspicion that 
some plan of operating upon American opinion was 
being carried out. i 


Mr. Burlesen’s restrictive methods and of Mr.

REPEAL IN HASTE—REPENT | 
IN FAMINE. 

More than 600 carloads of perishable’ fruits and 
vegetables are in danger of rotting because food 
regulations that obtained during war have been 
suddenly lifted in the emergency following war. 
Statements are flying about that smack of mall- 
cious conspiracies to ruin foodstuffs and thereby 
“Black sheep” of South 
Water street are tacitly accused of hurriedly adopt- 
ing their old practices of refusing perishable fruit 
shipments on a falling market. They have been 
held in some sort of moral obligation by government 
regulation of rejection and demurrage; but the 
regulations have been rescinded—and food is rot- 
ting by the ton while citizens complain of high 
prices.

“SANCTION” PLUS. 
In the sketch of a plan for the league of nations 
given Premier Clemenceau by Baron d’Estournelles 
de Constant and Senator Leon Bourgeois, formerly 
French premier, provision is made for four “sanc- 
tions” which the league might exercise in dealing 
with a recalcitrant nation. , 
One is the diplomatic sanction of breaking off 
diplomatic relations; another the juridical sanction 
of closing the courts of all countries to the recalcf- 
trant; the third the economic sanction of withdraw- 
ing from all commercial intercourse with the recal- 
citrant and the fourth the military sanction of 
making war upon the recalcitrant. . 

Any one of these might be effective—if the recal- 
citrant stood alone. Recalcitrancy can affect a 
group of nations as well as one, a group, such as 
the central European group, as formed in 1914. 
In which case the nations endeavoring to exercise 
or apply the military sanction might need more 
than the sanction for their task. They might need 
the power. 

Austria, we believe, wished a sanction in the case 
of Serbia which Germany insisted she should have 
and Russia insisted she should riot have. A sanc 
tion might have made a small war. The difference 
of opinion about it made what we have just ended. 

It has not been the habit of nations to stand 
alone. They find other nations which can share 
their purposes and ambitions.

TAX THE EMIGRATING ALIENS, 
{From the Toronto Mail and Empire.) 

From northern Ontario come reports that thou- 
sands of aliens, interned agd otherwise, are getting 
ready to go back to their native country in Europe 
or clamoring to be frea to do so. Reports from 
Atlantic points indicate that wherever room can be 
obtained on eastbound steamers these aliens are 
crowding in. The United States and Canada will 
experience a regular exodus of Europeans once traf- 
fic becomes partly normal. This would not be an 
evil, under prospective conditions, but most of these 
aliens are going home loaded down With war savings 
and without paying income or any other taxes. In 
Toronto aliens have been making from $30 to $50 a 
week in munitions and other war work, saving most 
of it, but never paying incomé or other taxes, while 
English speaking workers alongside of them, and sup- 
| Porting families, are regularly mulcted. If the enemy 
and.other European aliens enriched by war wages 
want to go home we can afford to let them go, because 
our own workers will have so much larger oppor- 
tunity, but at least there ought to be emigration 
regulations requiring these aliens to have from the’

trouble is and the seriousness &f it. All 
our workfen need is to be made fully 
aware of the h done. So long as 
the majority are feeling well they are 
likely to overlook the fact that a con- 
siderable minority are breaking wn, 
But they can be awakened ani when 
they are they do the right thing. 

Poisoning with anilin is one of the 
most troublesome of industrial poison- 
ings for twe reasons. Anilin does not 
give off an offensive odor or cause irri- 
tation. It carries none of the usually 
accepted warning signs. 

And anilin is used in many processes 
not directly connected with the anilin 


industry. It is used in the manufacture 
of rubber, in various pharmaceutical 
processes, in dyeing (and this last con- 
cerns a great many industries), in the 


manufacture of photographic materials 


and in the photograph industry itself, In 
the manufacture of gmokeless powder, 


T. N. T., and some other high explosives. 
Persons working in afiy of these indus-~ 


tries are liable to be poisoned by it with- 
out suspecting the source of the trouble. 
Of course, the men employed in the man- 
ufacture of anilins are also subject to 
poisoning.

_ Ginger ale is a carbonated water flavored 
with some ginger and generally with some 
capsicum or red pepper. Plain water is the 

best beverage. Ginger ale is a good beverage, 
though not eqyal to water. Drinking carbo- 

nated waters containing aromatics, such as 
ginger and capsicum, can be easily overdone. 

Artesian well water is good to drink.

Engdahl Tells Story. 

Engdahl’s testimony was prefaced 
with the statement that his parents 
were Swedish and he had once been a 
newsboy and bootblack, and later quit 
in his senior. year at the University of 
Minnesota to become a newspaper re- 
porter. Later he became head of the 
American Socialist. He told of taking 
a trip in 1910 to Copenhagen to attend 
the International Socialists congress,

and from this he went deeply into the 
Socialistic movement throughout the. 


world, 

. The names of Dr. Kar! Liebknecht, 
bert, premier of Germany, with Eng- 
lish, Austrian, and French Socialists 
went into the vécord. It took him an 
hour and twelve minutes to answer one 
question, during which time, with 
scargely a break, he read to the jury 
the anti-war manifestos of. the .Social- 
ists of Germany, Austria, England, and 
France, published a few days prior to 
the. outbreak of war in 1914. . 


Recital Was Continuous. 


The defendant's recital: was only 
broken by answers in reply to ques. 
tions: “ O,-Liebknecht,” he would reply, 
“he-afterwards put on a soldiér’s uni- 
form and then was sent to prison for 
treason and now he’s the leader in 
Germany.” It was an apparent effort 
“ anti-capitalistic 
war ” propaganda was a united scheme 
to crush militarism and not directed for 
the benefit of Germany—our ene¢émy— 
as the government charges. 

““T wouldn't have remained editor of 
The American Socialist,” Engdahl de- 
clared, “had I not approved the ‘St. 
Louls’anti-war platform. TI haven't 
changed my views.” As to the policy 


_ of the Socialist official newspaper with 


respect to the war, he said: 

“It maintained the position of the 
international] socialistic movement with 
regard to the war. Although there may 
have been other minor reasons, I held 
that the major cause of war was the 
commercial rivalry between the dif- 
ferent groups of nations.” 

‘Allude to “ Slavery Bonds.”

PREP BASKET TEAMS

Preliminaries for the Chicago High 


School league basket ball season of | 


1919 were smoothed yesterday dt a 
meeting of the faculty athletic board of 
control in the board of education rooms.

Twenty of the twenty-one schools in 
the league intend to enter teams, and 
most of them will have teams in all 
three divisions, heavy, light and ban- 
tam weight.

The league voted for the reinstate- 
ment of high school athletes who quit 
for army or navy service, Red Cross 
or war work, on the same btanding as 
that they had when they quit school to 
answer the country’s call.

Poultry swallow their food whole and 


bape saps by grinding it in the gizzard. 


To this end, hoppers of grit in the form 
of sharp, fine gravel, or finely crushed 
porcelain and crushed oyster shell must 
be conveniently placed if the fowl is 
dependent largely on table scraps. 

In prepared mashes these may be 
included instead and the mixture kept 
always before them in hoppers or fed 


in troughs or on the ground, say at 
noon, either dry or moist, as much 
as will be cleaned up in twenty min- 
utes. 

A good dry mash, recommended by 
the United States bureau of animal in- 
dustry, consists of thirty-two parts (by 
measure) of cornmeal, thirty parts 
ground meat, thirty parts ground al- 
falfa, two parts crushed oyster shell, 
one past grit, and one part charcoal. 
The nitrogenous foods (meat and al- 
falfa) are necessary for profitable lay- 
ing; but, fed in excess, the eggs will 
have a flavor and reduced 
keeping quality. 

“Wet mash” should be crumbly and 
merely moist, not sloppy. A good mix- 
ture similary recommended is made in 
the proportion of ten pounds cornmeal, 
fifteen pounds ground oats, fifteen 


pounds wheat bran, three pounds lin-j; 


seed meal, and three pounds beef scrap. 
The moisture may be either water or 
milk and should be pressed out be- 
tween the hands if applied in excess. 
Grit, oyster shell, and charcoal would 
need be separately available.

“He was the least Russian of the 
| Russians in music,” said Mr. Polacco, 
of the Opera, after yesterday's revival 
of Tschaikowsky‘’s fifth by the Chi- 
cago Orchestra. You cannot reasona- 
bly make Mr. Polacco’s statement the 
foundation of a controversy: Tschai- 
kowsky was, in his symphonies, just as 
Russian as Beethoven was German or 


as Enesco is Roumahian, and not a jot 
‘more. Also, as I have a passion for 


‘insisting whenever one of his sympho- 


mies is played, Tschaikowsky 
, shrewd showman in the form; and, in 


being that, he was, I have long sus- 
| pected, a more potent influence than 
the books tell in making an ever-widen- 


ing clientéle for the great works of 


the standard répertoire. 


However, this is no kind of a reason 
why Mr. Borowski, who reacts emo- 


tionally to Tschaikowsky, should miti- 
gate his engaging notes for the Or- 


chestra’s program-book: they are good 
reading, and serve, perhaps, in the cul- 
' tivation of the romantic temperament. 


Teshathowsliv’s fifth is both elastic
